Sir E. L. BULWER’s new Play of Richelieu; or, the Conspi- 
racy was repeated, for the second time, on Saturday evening, to 
a crowded audience, with the same brilliant and triumphant suc- 
cess which attended its first performance. From the firat scene 
to the last the audience was absorbed in the progress of the story, 
and every fresh incident seemed to increase the delighted alten- 
tion of the spectators, only interrupted by bursts of spontaneous 
and genuine applause. Of Mr. Macready’s performance of Riche- 
lieu it is impossible to speak in terms too exaggerated, as a certain 
talented critic said of him, ‘‘ the subtlest developements and sug- 
gestions in the character of the Cardinal, took life and shape 
before us. Not a look—a step—a casual word, was lost. Every 
new emotion was a new picture, while through all the varietie:of 
each was stamped the movements of one great mind—the visibie 
mind (it was no violent fancy to imagine) of a living Richelieu. 
Art never realized so perfect an identification with nature. A 
more withered form—a thinner and more foxlike face, was ail 
the illusion wanted. We would not in other respects have had 
a single inflection of the voice—the slightes: motion of the arm— 
one break of that painful cough—or one movement of that infirm 
and tottering frame, altered in any way, or other than it exactly 
was.” Miss H. Faucit’s Julie de Mortemar deserves also un- 
qualified praise; she acted with great truth and power, and 
richly merited the enthusiastic applause her efforts elicited. 
The other parts are well sustained. The costumes, scenery, and 
appointments are correct, beautiful and splendid. High Life 
below Stairs was the afterpiece. ;
